The original Found- 
tng Fathers, in a hastily drawn clause in the 
last few days of the Ccmttitutional Convention 
—trying to limit both the powers and the 
method of election of a President—never con­ 
ceived that t(» ne day he would have billicma of 
money at his disposal; that he would have 
powers undreamed of and yet demand more 
and more while relinquishing none; that he 
would try to control both Congress and the 
Supreme Court; that there would be a million 
Fedo'al employees and many more millions of 
voters receiving money from the government 
and the President’s appointees. Yet these things 
have come to pats. They are hwe today. 
And now for the first time in a hundred and 
fifty years a President asks for twelve years of 
office on the ground a t his indispensabUity and 
of a crisis. The evident egotism is enough to 
give us the measure of his self-opinion and 
political desires. What has happened to America 
— AND W H Y —if out of a population of 
130,000,000 only one man can lead us? 
Again, in this fast-changing world it can 
always be said that there is a crisis. In four years, 
if this war is over, however it may end, there 
w'lll probably be a crisis, social and economic, of 
the first magnitude. So, if a President on that 
ground now demands twelve years in office and 
more powers, why not, in 1944, sixteen years 
and yet more powers, or for life with all powers? 
If this is allowed there is no more American 
Dream, no more America. Now, and now only, 
is the time when possibly America can be saved 
by defeating the third term and the trend to 
government by one man and hit satellitea. 
M aket o mistake. Practically all Europe, except 
Britain, has set the pattern and we have been 
fdlowing it step by step. The only chance left 
to save our way of life and the liberties of your­ 
selves and your children and children’s children 
is to vote against the permanent retention of 
office by any President by whatever name. The 
clock strikes for America, for its freedom and 
its Bill of Rights, as you cast your ballots on 
Elecuoo Day. God Bless Amaica.

I am preMuning to write to yo u and to my 
brethren <rf the ministry rnily because the 
subject at hand it of such grave importance. 
As ministers of the church we arc vitally con­ 
cerned with the present decision regarding 
the maintenance of the ancient third-term 
principle. 
Religicm gave birth to democracy and religion 
depends upon democracy f(x its strength in the 
future. The church has always been the cradle 
and citadel of democracy. 
Now we face a threat to American Democ­ 
racy. No man has ever before attem pted to 
perpetuate himself and a vast political machine 
in power by seeking a third term. Bars are 
being let doTsm, forces are being set in motion 
wdiich can result in dictatorship. 
An American dictatorship would probably be 
more subtle and less crude than elsewhere, but 
none the less totalitarian. The technique 
it 
alw ays the sam e. Five thousand years of 
reccxded history reveal the method. Well inten- 
tioned at first, benevolent in appearance and 
perhaps in purpose, it inevitably results in the 
loss of the people’s liberties. 
Freedom o f speech, freedom of assembly, 
freedom of worship, these cannot be tolerated 
by dictatorshiiM, for their exercise would under­ 
mine their power. It is obvious why dictators 
cancel them. Regimented business, regimented 
labor, destroyed lab<x' unions, regimented farm­ 
ing, dependence upon vast cynical city political 
m achine in the name of idealism, all of these 
are in the picture of a developing American- 
styled dictatiM'ship. 
When a President after eight years can im­ 
pose his « vill u[>on a bewildered and fundamen­ 
tally unwilling party once famed far its freedom 
erf thought, it is in essence a dictatorship, 
rationalize it as we will. 
We are not approaching this m atter as parti­ 
sans. Ministers ought not to engage in partisait 
politics, most of us believe. Nor is this an issue 
regarding the Executive as a man who many 
ministers personally admire. We arc dealing 
with a principle involving something far more, 
fundamental than partisanship. The question 
it, “Shall we lower the bars and pOTnit a ven­ 
ture that can lead this nati(» i in the future, 
under unknown personalities who may be 
motivated not by our traditions of freedom 
but by the cynicism of power, to the abrogation 
(rf democratic and religious institutions?’’ 
I personally feel this so strongly that I would 
not vote for my own brother for a third term. 
No man or men have immunity to the crwrosion 
of power upon their souls. No man or men 
shoiUd take a stand against a basic tradition 
<rf our dcinoaacy.

The third-term tradition it part of the armor 
of Freedom. It it a restraint against the abuse 
of pow er. . . as such it finds many forms, 
written or unwritten. Free men have always 
sought means to prevent political machines 
from perpetuating themselves in office. 
The chief value of constituticms, written pr 
imwritten, aside from prescribing the jurisdic­ 
tion of various officers, and so preventing con­ 
flict and chaos, is that they place limitations 
upon power. 
Human liberty may be legally defined as a 
restraint upon governmental power. When it is 
without restraint, there is no liberty, as witness 
Germany today. 
The anti-third-term tradition is one of those 
restraints. Washington, Jefferson and Jackstm 
formulated it.^but the tluree or four hundred 
million Americans who have lived since 1787 
_ have silently ratified it. It is like the common 
' law. In not less than 34 states it is expressly 
written in their constitutions. 
If there is any sectiai of the country that has 
the obligation <rf history and party loyalty to 
oppose a third-term-for-any-President, it is the 
Southern states. Although most of the states of 
the Unicm have constitutional provisions limit­ 
ing the tenure in office of their chief executives, 
this principle was extended to the presidency 
itself by the Ccmstitution of the Confederate 
States. They made it impossible, even in war­ 
time, for President Jefferson Davis, « a n y^ e 
else, to fasten himself upon the sovereign nation 
they were attem pting to create. They intended 
to make it impossible for any man to obtain an 
unbreakable grip upon government. 
It is not strange, therefore, that the Demo­ 
crats of the South are especially concerned at 
the threatened violation of what they have 
always considered an important/jwinciple of 
frfce government. 
Not only is there this histcwical background 
but it is also the truth that the ¡xinciple hat 
been urged more powerfully by the Democrats 
than by Republicans. No two men did more to 
establish it as the unwritten law of the whole 
country than the two greatest names in the 
I>cmocratic Party, Jefferson and Jackson, both 
of whom had two terms and could easily have 
had a third. Both of them repeatedly urged 
that the principle be expressly written into the 
Federal C<xistitutiMi. 
For a hundred and fifty years it has been the 
Democratic Party which has made the chief 
fight against building up too great power in the 
central government. As a party, it was the first 
to declare in its platform of 1896 that it is the 
“ unwritten law of this Republic that no man 
should be eligible few a third term of thelh-esi- 
dential office.’’ This principle was again asserted 
in the platform of 1912.

Approximately $500,000,0(M) will 
be Nebraska’s share of the cost 
of the program, figured on a per 
capita basis, he pointed out, and 
this will mean a terrific financial 
drain unless it is compensated by 
increased 
industrial 
production. 
Moreover, not less than 
50,000 
workers w ill be taken out of the 
state if employment is not pro­ 
vided at home, he said. 
It is up to the busine.ss men 
of the city to make an effort 
to get some of the defense busi­ 
ness, 
Ammon 
declared, 
stating, 
"We are not going to get airplane 
industries 
or any other indu.*^- 
tries just because we get a mod­ 
ern airport." 
"Reasonable Tax Rate** 
The speaker emphasized the im­ 
portance of maintaining a "rea­ 
sonable tax rate." citing a recent 
survey by the Associated Indus­ 
tries which showed that reason­ 
able ta xes form one of the main 
reasons for the location of in­ 
dustry at a given place. 
Nebraska already has to bear 
the h a n d i c a p of unfavorable 
freight rates, and to add exces­ 
sive ta xes would tend to discour­ 
age the location of industry here, 
he indicated. 
The organization has found that, 
in order for an industry to get a 
government contract, it must have 
available a survey of the .plant’s 
equipment, facilities, present and 
possible items of production, pros­
